I 
want to thank everybody, the 
committee (Peoples Defense 
Committee), the ministers and 
all the other people who fought 
for me.” 


BROWN WAS relaxed and 
calm as he talked on about the 
other inhabitants of death row 
and the attempts of the guards 
to “break” him. He was poor

He had given all of his be- 
longings. to” ome of the two 
Daniels. cousins, still on death 
row but reprieved by a stay of 
execution issued by Chief Jus- 
tice Fred Vincent of the U. S. 
Supreme Court. No, he an- 
swered, a relative who asked 
whether he wanted anything. 
“The boys, he _ continued, 
“have given me plenty of ice 
cream here today.” 


Brown spoke angrily of the 
white prison. guards who had 
taunted him and the other pris- 
oners with the fact that they 


were condemned men. 


“A lot of these gmards will 
be glad to see me go,” he said, 
“because I wouldn't take low for 
them.” ? 

A guard, Brown reported had 
recently annoyed him with the 
jeer: 

“You haven't got long to live 
boy!” 

“I threw a cup at him as hard 
as I coukl, and he never bother- 
ed me again.” 

Brown was only 19 years old 
when he was arrested and 
charged with “rape” of a youn 
white girl. In prison he had 
filled out to a man’s proportions, 
athletic in build with a well- 
muscled, big-boned frame. 
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his remembering ‘plus his ex- 
periences as the victim of white 
supremacy justice gave his life 
a purpose. He saw above and 
beyond the Governor, the, judge, 
the jury and the courts. He 
was total'g wumafraid and_he 
sought in the few hours he had 
to live to impart that courage 
. others, especially to his fam- 
ily. > 

“They may take my life,” he 
told them, “but the fight for all 
the others will still go on. It’s 
bound to be; the people will just 
have to resist.” - 

Brown became aman in 
prison in more ways than one. 
His captors became closer to 
beasts, and those’ who. could 
have helped to prove his in- 
nocence but didn't,’ were ‘afraid 
of their- own consciences. No 
one remembers too mich about 
the liftle cogs in the white 
supremacy machine who lied 
and rigged evidence to kill two 
Negroes. They will be forgot- 
ten. But Brown and Speller 
have joined Willie McGee and 
the Martiinsville Seven in the 
gallery of martyrs. Their spirit 
will haunt the murderers. It 
moves through. the aroused peo- 
YP to free Negroes and whites 

om the inhumanity posing as 
law and order in a great staté.

TWO YEARS AGO today, on 
June 4, 1951, the Supreme 
Court handed down a decision 
upholding the. constitutionality 
of the thought-control sections of 
the Smith Act. It carried with 
it the immediate enforcement of 
the five-year prison sentences 
against eleven members of the 
National Committee of the Com- 
munist Party. 

It was not a unanimous deci- 
sion of the nine Justices—Tom 
Clark did not vote. He had 
been the Attornéy General who 
started the prosecution. Two 
Justices — Black and Douglas, 


vigorously dissented. Two others 
Frankfurter and Jackson, while 
voting with Justice Vinson and 
the three others who gave the 
majority decision, wrote their in- 
dividual opinions, which evi- 
denced considerable differences 


as well as doubt and concérn. 


There were many critical edi- 
torials at the time, expressing 
misgivings and advising the 
Court to “take a second look.” 
A few days later the defendants 
of the first Foley Square case 
were ordered to prison, where 
eight of them now are. 

It is well to remember that 
the Supreme Court confined it- 
self strictly to one issue—consti- 
tutionality. It did not review the

THE “FAMILIES COMMIT- 
TEE of the Smith Victims” was 
set up in 1951 by those-nearest 
and dearest to all of us who 
had been arrested under the 
Smith Act in N. Y. City.
